If one is absorbed behind the scene in ferreting out those who call for 
peaceful reunification, while chanting "dialogue" and “peaceful reunification" 
in the foreground, this means in all respects a sham dialogue and a sham 
reunification and a sabotage of the dialogue.

"LE MONDE' REPORTS ON TRIAL OF KIM TAE-CHUNG

[Text] Washington is worried about the probable death penalty. 


A man's life is in the hands of the new leader of South Korea. We saw 
this man, Kim Tae-chung, on Tuesday 26 August in the hearings room of 
the court martial tribunal handcuffed, held by two helmeted soldiers, 
thin, pale, and tired, fighting for his life before uniformed judges who 
were clearly hostile. His defenders had been appointed; supposedly cho- 
sen by the defendant, they were actually imposed on him, according to 
those close to him. 


As a protest against thie trial the families of the 7 codefendants on trial 
with Kim (a total of 23 people were accused with him) have decided to 
boycott the proceedings. Only 4 or 5 members of the families take turns 
attending in order to be aware of what is going on. Carefully searched, 
these people--Tuesday two women and three young boys--are forbidden to 

to take notes during the sessions; paper and pens are confiscated. 


The general feeling among Koreans, both for and against Kim, is that he 
will be condemned to death (the primary count of indictment being the 

plot against the government). ‘Where is the proof?" arked the American 
lawyer, who was apparently surprised by the way the debates were going 

and who had been sent by t.e Stete Department to attend the hearings along 
with two observers trom the American embassy. Once the verdict is handed 
down, Kim's fate will be in the hands of General Chon, who as chief of 
state can grant him a pardon. 


In the minds of many Koreans Kim Tae-chung is still a symbol of the strug- 
gle for democracy; the opposition might rally around him. On the other 
hand as long as he is alive he can be used to bargain with the Americans. 
But General Chon ought to remember that former president Park twice tried 
to get rid of this pest, first in a car accident and again at the time 

of the abduction. The young colonels who surround the general and who feel 
charged with a mission of “national purification" are unlikely to recommend 
clemency. 8 











Kim's only hepe is international pressure, Because of present economic 
probleme Korea cannot afford to let ite image abroad slip. According to 
the New York TIMES in an editorial on 18 August, “Americans are not 

about to give free rein to 4 Korean general waging war on his people.” 
American diplomats maintain, “The Korean authorities know quite well what 
our position is in regard to Kia,” 


in the complicated rhetoric for which it ise famous Japan has also made 
it known that Kim's execution will endanger the relations between Seoul 
and Tokyo. Germany has expressed ite concern but up to now France has 
been eilent. France did not even send an observer to the trial ae it 
has the right to do. At the moment Paris has one aim: to sell South 
Korea two nuclear plants, 4 project in which the leaders of this country 
have shown some interest. If the deal comes off, Francoie-Poncet might 
come to Seoul, 4 gesture which would be appreciated by a regime which is 
at the least hoping to establish ite legitimacy abroad.

ROK PASTOR MISSING ON RETURN HOME FROM JAPAN

[Text] Tokyo Sep 30 KYODO=--A South Korean church pastor fighting for human 
rights has been missing for over 10 days since he was taken by public se- 
curity authorities upon his return home in Seoul by air from Japan, it was 
learned Tuesday. 


Quoting 4 report from a reliable Seoul Christian source, a Japanese Christian 
group concerned about the South Korean problem said Tuesday Pak Yong-kyu, 

57, chief pastor of the Seoul First Presbyterian Church, was apprehended 

by public security officials upon arriving at Kimpo Airport in Seoul on 
September 19. 


The pastor, who has been imprisoned three times under the reign of Presi- 
dent Park Chong Hui, has been leader of a committee for promoting restora- 
tion of citizenship for released political prisoners since early this year. 


The Japanese Christa.> group is worried about Pak's possible indictment in 
connection with the sedicion case involving Kim Tae-chung and other dissi- 
dent leaders. 


Pak's Seoul home was aleo searched last Saturday. At that time, officials 
repeatedly questioned Pak's family about a lecture Pak delivered at a uni- 
versity in Kwangju in April, according to members of his family. 


The pastor attended a world religious meeting, which was held in Melbourne, 
Australia, as a lecturer in May under the sponsorship of the World Council 
of Churches (WCC). He came to Japan after the Kwangju uprising and he had 
been in hospital in Tokyo for about three months since early June for exami- 
nation and treatment because of symptoms of relapse of tuberculosis of the 


lunge. 


When he left for home by air from New Tokyo International Airport in Narita 
on September 19, at least two ao seemed to have shadowed him and boarded 
the same plane. Upon arrival at Kimpo Airport, he was taken after picking 
up his baggage and thus he failed to meet his wife and other relatives who 
were to meet him at the airport.

HUMAN RIGHTS CAMPAIGNER--Boan Sept 17 KYODO--Korean-born human rights cam- 
palaner here Wednesday called the death sentence against South Korean 
dissident leader Kim Tae-chung by 4 court-martial in Seoul “a chal lenge 

to the international community.” Yun I-eang, @ noted music composer who 
was also sentenced to death for alleged spying for Communist North Korea 

in 1967, described the court decision as “an ignorant and emotional repri- 
sal” of the government of retired General Chun Tu-hwan against Kim, a 1971 
presidential candidate. Yun, 4 naturalized West German, was abducted from 
West Berlin to Seoul by South Korean intelligence agente in 1967. He was 
released two years later after the Bonn government pressed the Seoul govern- 
ment to set him free. He has since been campaigning for democracy in South 
Korea. He said be will call on other people to join hie in his fight 
against “the dictatorial rule" in the country. “West Germany and other 
European countries have expressed grave concern over the situatior in South

GOVERNMENT ANNOUNCES ECONOMIC PACKAGE TO COMBAT RECESSION 
Tokyo KYODO in English 16 Sep 60 


(Text) Seoul Sept 16 Hapdong-KYODO--The South Korean Government announced 
an economic stimulus package designed to combat the worst recession in 20 
years. 


Included in the package were reduction of bank interest rates and a rein- 
forced provision of export financing. 


Announcing the measures, Deputy Premier Sin Pyong-hyon said that the govern- 
ment has formulated the fiscal and monetary stimulation measures because 

“af the current trend (downward) continues, our economy is expected to suffer 
a 2 percent minus growth and a 5 to 6 percent unemployment rate this year." 


The nation's Gross National Product (GNP) recorded a minus i.9 percent 
growth in the firet half of this year, the firet half year decline in 16 
years. The GNP in the second quarter of the wear also dropped by 5.9 per- 
cent from a year before, the worst since 1960. 


Sin, who is also economic planning ministe,, told a press conference interest 
rates will be lowered by 2 percentage points from the present 24 percent to 
22 percent while the amount of export financing loan per dollar will be 
raised by an average of 15 won from the current 525 won to 540 won to stimu- 
late the exports. 


In the jobs area, an additional 10.3 billion won (about dollar 17 million) 
will be released from now unt!l the end of the year for public works pro- 
jects to provide jobs for an estimated 4,450,000 persons out of work. 


The unemployment rate which had hovered at a 5.0 percent rate in the first 
half of this year was projected to grow to 5.5 to 6.0 percent by the end of 
the year, putting an estimated 750,000 to 800,000 persons out of work. 


In order to provide «4 stimulus to the sagging housing industry, a total of 


20 billion won (some dollar 33 million) in loans will be provided to private 
housing constructors and subscribers to the housing project for low income

earners will be given 100 billion won (about dollar 116 million) in house 
purchasing loans this year and 400 billion won (some dollar 333 million) 
next year, Sin said, 


lie also said agriculture and fisheries promotion funds will be vastly 
expanded from this year's 360 billion won (roughly dollar 600 million) to 
650 billion won (about dollar 1,063 million) in the next year. 


Sin told the press 630,000 tons of rice will be imported within this year 
to ensure a stable supply of foodstuffs and tariff rates on essential goods 
imports will be cut by 50 percent to stabilize the livelihood of ordinary 


people. Korea is expected to have a poor rice harvesc this year because 
of bad weather.

MEASURES TO STRENGTHEN, REFORM BUSINESSES ANNOUNCE D

[Text] Seoul, Sept 27 (HAPTONG)--The South Korean Government has announced 
a sweeping set of measures designed to strengthen the financial structure , 
of local enterprises and to fundamentally reform the climate of the nation's 
business community. 


The measures, prepared by the government offices, was approved Friday by 
the chief executive for immediate implementation. 


Under the measures, local ente~prises will be encouraged to sell their non- 
productive real estate and asked to refrain from owning the non-operated real 
estate. 


The government will investigate the real estate holdings of large corpora- 
tions and enterpreneurs having large loans from the banks with a view to 
disposing of the property as a means of improving their financial status. 


The government will request the corporations tc report their real estate 
holdings voluntarily within the pre-determined period, and the real estate 
reported within the given period will be divided into two categories, for 
business use and for non-business use; for the latter case voluntary dis- 
posal will be encouraged and if necessary, the authorities concerned will 
buy the property at the appraised price in order to make the best use of it 
for the development of the national economy. 


The corporations will be encouraged to use the goney earned from selling 
their non-productive real assets to repay the bank loans, while the govern- 
ment will consider supporting the corporations who voluntarily report their 
real estate holdings through financing and the tax system such as install- 
ment payment of the transfer tax over a long period. Banking institutions 
will be encouraged to make their loans on a credit basis rather than taking 
non-productive real estate as collateral. 


The measures call for the adjustment of affiliated companies of conglomer- 
ates. The conglomerates shall decide ouc of ite affiliates as its main 

business company, with concentrated investment in their main line of busi- 
ness, and they will be asked to adjust the number of affiliated companies 
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according to their management ability. Each conglomerate should devise 
and accomplish a self-disposal plan independently under the government's 
subsidiary disposal regulations and standards, 


Under the measures, the relief-financing is restricted in principle and 
if inevitable, should be applied under only the strictest criteria in terms 
of industrial policy or bank credit preservation. Advanced financing tech- 
niques will be developed promptly through improvement of credit analysis 


techniques and by establishing the professional loan officer system in the 
financial inetitutions. 


The government will enact the special law for an auditing system for joint 
stock corporations in 1981 in order to introduce an external auditing syse- 
tem swiftly, for the protection of stockholders and creditors. 


To save business expenditure of local enterprises, the government will 
examine the downward adjustment of the corporation tax rate and the reali- 
zation of the dividend tax rate on paper, provided that enterprises respond 
positively to several kinds of government policies aimed at strengthening 
the financial structure of enterprises and that they endeavor to increase 
profite through the saving of expenses. 


At the same time, an expansion of dividend tax deduction system will be 
executed, and the increased-capital income deduction system currently applied 
for the small and medium sized corporations and the open corporations only 
will be extended to non-open corporations combined with the prolongation of 
ite legal deadline expiring in 1980, it was reported.

KOREA OIL CORPORATION TO COME UNDER PRIVATE MANAGEMENT

{Text] The Korea Oil Corporation (KOCO), the largest industrial firm in the 
country, will come under private management, highly placed energy-resources 
ministry sources said yesterday. 


Business circles have riveted sharp attention on the future operation of 
KOCO since last August when the Gulf Oil Corporation of the United States 
withdrew its capital investment from the nation's biggest oil refinery 
company. 


The sources said the ministry had already won approval from President Chon 
Tu-hwan to hand over KOCO to private hands. 


The government decision to make KOCO a private enterprise was to cope swiftly 
with the ever-changing oil situation in the world and to promote its sound 
management, the sources pointed out. To run the oil refinery, the sources 
said, would-be companies should supply enough oil to meet KOCO's demand and 
import more than 60 percent of the nation's total crude oil needs. 


The future manager should have the ability to f/nance the KOCO plan to ex- 
pand ite facilities. The ability to attract foreign investment from oil pro- 


ducing countries is one of the requirements to be picked as the KOCO manager, 
the sources said. 


The sources said the ministry was studying how to deal with KOCO's 50 percent 
share pulled out by Gulf. One scheme under consideration is to let the 
present shareholders increase their equity portions. The other plan is to 
have new shareholders take over half of the total shares, according to the 
sources. 


The sources said the ministry once established a plan to put KOCO under 
government control in a bid to help it play a supplementary role in national 
oil policymaking. However, the plan was reversed after judgement that private 
enterprises could import as much crude oil as possible and manage KOCO on a 
sound footing with their creative operation methods, the sources said.

DECLINING HOUSING SUPPLY--Seoul, Oct 1--The housing supply rate in Korea has 
slightly declined in the past twenty years because of sluggish housing con- 
struction and the soaring prices of housing sites, it was learned at the con- 
struction ministry today. According to the latest statistics of the ministry, 
the average annual income of a household recorded a rise of 25.9 percent dur- 
ing the 1965-1979 period, while prices of residential sites marked an increase 
of 40.1 percent and those of housing units registered an expansion of 30.1 
percent during the cited period. As a result, the housing supply rate dipped 
by six percentage points from 82.5 percent in 1960 to 76.5 percent in 1979, 
ministry sources disclosed. At the end of last year, the number of households 
stood at 7,079,000, while the number of housing units throughout the country 
reached only 5,146,000, the sources said. As of the same date, the housing 
cupply rate in major cities was lower than the national average--58 percent 

in Seoul, 60.3 percent in Pusan 50.3 percent in Taegu, the sources added.

HOUSING CONSTRUCTION PLAN--Seoul, Oct 2--Construction minister Kim Chu-nam 
said today that his ministry is working on a long-term housing construction 
plan (1981-1991) calling for the construction of five million small-sized 
housing units during the plan period. Of the five million units envisaged in 
the plan, one million housing units will be erected by the government and 
public organizations during the 1981-1986 first-phase plan period and another 
one million during the 1987-1991 second-phase plan period, Minister Kim said. 
According to Minister Kim, one million housing units will be built by indi- 
viduals and the private sector during the first-phase plan period and two 
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million more during the second=phase plan period, Minister Kim said that 
the fund requirements for the first-phase plan period were estimated at 
22,540 billion won (about 357 million dollars), which would be met with 
various fund sources including the national investment fund and the national 
housing fund, To help facilitate housing construction, the government is 
considering readjusting capital gains tax on real estate by revising the 
pertinent law, he added.

MAJOR GRAIN PRICES INCREASED--The government raised its supply prices of 
major grains yesterday. The increases are 10.4 percent, 24.8 percent and 36 
percent in the prices of rice, mixed rice and polished barley, respectively. 
In other words, they were thus raised to 39,200 won per 80-kilogram bag, 

3,320 won per 10-kilogram bundle and 13,700 won per 76.5-kilogram bag, re- 
spectively. The drastic increases are the first application of the sliding 
price system in the government supply prices of grains, which was introduced 
on July 5 this year to decide the supply prices by linking them with consumer 
market prices. The consumer prices of the supplied grains, at the same time, 
rose to 41,600 won (rice), 3,700 won (mixed rice), and 15,150 won (polished 
barley) from 37,700 won, 2,970 won and 11,130 won, the ministry of agriculture 
and fisheries said. The raises in the prices were made to reduce the increas- 
ing rea ink in the government grain management fund which is expected to reach 
more than 1,000 billion won at the end of this year. The increases are also 
expected to promote the drive for increased grain production among farmers 
and to discourage rice dealers’ cheating consumers by selling government-sup- 
plied rice as ordinary rice, the ministry also said. With the increases, 

the per capita burden in the expenses for food a month increased 600 won to 
some 6,000 won, according to the ministry.

JAPANESE WOMEN MARRIED TO KOREANS TALK TO VISITING JAPANESE REPORTERS 
Tokyo KYODO in English 12 Sep 80 


[Text] Pyongyang Sept 12 KYODO--A group of five Japanese women married to 
Koreans told visiting Japanese newamen Friday that they want to visit their 
native country when the Tokyo government "switches its hostile policy toward 
(Communist) North Korea." 


In a rare meeting with Japanese journalists, one of the women said, "Oh yes, 
we'd like to” when asked if they want to visit Japan. They quickly added, 
however, they have not requested the Pyongyang government to let them return 
to Japan. They said Koreans are “very nice" to them. 


They included Mrs Choi Sun, 52, who is a Japanese language teacher here. 
One woman said she is an employee of an agricultural commune while another 
said she works at a wood plant. 


The top concern of the North Korean government is reunification of North 
and South Korea, the women said. They called on the Japanese government to 
change its policy toward Pyongyang, noting that Japan has no diplomatic ties 
with North Korea. 


The women, who came to North Korea together with their husbands between 
1959 and 1960, have not made a visit to Japan. 


Anticommunist organizations in Japan said the Japanese wives of Koreans 
have been denied visits to Japan. 


The newsmen are currently visiting North Korea with a delegation of the 
Afro-Asian study group of the ruling Liberal-Democratic Party.
